DESTROYER LOST 


Foundered on Rocks and MI of Crew 
are Drowned. 


(By Cable) 
London, 
Jan. 12— H. M. S. 
“ Rac­ 
coon” foundered and was lost when it 
struck the rocks off the coast of Ire­ 
land Wednesday’. 
All the crew are 
believed to have been drowned. News 
of the disaster was given in an Ad­ 
miralty statem ent to-day. 


The “ Raccoon” was a destroyer of 
the IUD) type. 
It 
was 
266 feet in i 
length and of 1915 tons displacement. ( 
Its speed was 27 knots, 
lf the crew 
were all lost, approximately IOO men * 
perished. 


Word was received here this m orn­ 
ing of the tragic death at Charlotte of 
the attractive 
little son of Sergeant 
Hickson who was in G ettysburg all 
last summer. 
The following account* 
is given by a Charlotte newspaper: 


“ Fred Hickson, the six-year-old s o n 1 
of Sergeant 
and Mrs. Hickson, 
of 
704 South church street, died at the 
Mercy hospital Tuesday morning at 
IO o’clock, the result of burns sustain­ 
ed Monday. 


“The 
boy’s 
clothing 
caught 
fire 
while he was sitting 
in front of an 
open fire Monday night, he being just 
ready 
to go to bed. 
Mrs. Hickson, 
who was with her 
son, at 704 South 
Church street, risked her own life to 
save the boy, but could not extinguish 
the flames before the boy was so bad­ 
ly burned th a t death ensued yesterday 
morning a t the Mercy General hospi­ 
tal, where he was taken immediately 
a fte r he was burned. 
The child was 
born in the* Philippine Islands. 
His 
father, Sergeant Hickson, is in the 
regular 
arm y, 
stationed 
at 
Camp 
Greene. 
Mrs. Hickson and son joined 
him here shortly a fte r he was tra n s­ 
ferred here. 
The boy was a handsom e4 
and attractive 
child, and had 
made 
friends of all with whom he had come 
in contact.” 
The Hickson family made a great 
many friends during their stay here. 
For a short time afte r their arrival 
in G ettysburg they lived at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. John E. McDonnell on 
West Middle street. 
They then ren t­ 
ed the Oscar McMillan property along 
W est Conferedate avenue and resided 
there for the rem ainder of the time. 
Those who did not know Sergeant 
Hickson personally will remember him 
as the soldier who pluckily stuck to 
his task and won the balky mule race 
at the time of the big athletic meet on 
Nixon Field.

G ettysburg' and I must say the same

“ We have been having real winter 
here for some time but do not expect 
to be here very long now as we are 
going to go over. 
We do not know

that it is so. 
I am in no way atrail!, 
neither ain I discouraged but rather 
determined to do my best to hoi]! 
make safe our country and flag that 
those who roms in back home, who an* 


I dear to us, may lie protected, and 
that we can, some happy day, return 
safe home to live once more.”

NEW PHASE ON 
SUBMARINE WAR 


Wintry Weather Responsible for 
New Tactics in German 
U*Boat Campaign. 
BAKER’S REPORT 
IS DECEPTIVE 
THERE EVERY DAY 


london, Jan. 
12—The 
submarine 
warfare 
has gradually taken 
on a 
new* phase since the wintry’ weather 
set in. 
Submarines 
of the so-called 
cruiser type are 
now doing most of 
the sinkings, while 
the smaller sub­ 
marines 
apparently 
are 
confining 
their work largely to mine laying. 
The reason for this shifting of Ger­ 
man technique is that small subma­ 
rines arc not 
good surface craft 
in 
stormy seas, while 
the cruiser type 
has proved 
wonderfully 
seaworthy, 
being actually more manageable than 
the modern torpedo boat destroyer in 
heavy weather. 


Cruiser Submarines 
These 
cruiser 
submarines 
carry 
two 5.9 
guns and sixteen 
torpedoes 
and can remain at sea six weeks. The 
Germans have 
built a 
considerable 
number of the super-submarines since 
the first one visited American waters, 
but so many of them have been lost 
that there are 
now* not more 
than 
seven or eight operating. These, how­ 
ever, are manned by the 
pick of the 
whole German navy, and their power 
for harm may be judged from the fact 
that these seven or eight vessels are 
able to keep up such 
a heavy toll of 
sinkings among allied shipping. 
Sinkings by Gunfire 
A considerable 
proportion of 
th** 
recent sinkings have been accomplish­ 
ed by gunfire. 
The cruiser submarine 
guns no longer are of the old type, 
which folded into 
the body of 
the 
craft when it submerged and had to 
be unfolded liefore a U-boat could get 
into action. 
The new guns are of a 
species known technically as wet guns, 
being constructed of material which 
sea water does not harm. 
They are 
mounted 
on 
stationary 
platforms. 
Therefore, they are always ready and 
can Ik* fired the instant the deck of an 
emerging boat is above water. 
An American torpedo boat destroy­ 
er had an encounter with one of these 
submarine cruisers 
a few (lays ago. 
The German was engaged in sinking 
three armed 
merchantmen 
from a 
range 
of four miles 
and had 
fired 
about thirty shots when the American 
destroyer appeared on the horizon, at­ 
tracted by the sound of the gun. 
Attack Described 
The destroyer opened fire at six 
milos with the 
wonderful American 
naval 
guns. 
The U-boat, 
however, 
was lying with decks 
almost awash 
and therefore 
was a most 
difficult j 
target, and as the American drew in 
toward her 
at full speed 
she sub- I 
merged suddenly. 
The smoking muz­ 
zles of her wet guns disappeared be- 
i 
neath the 
waves an instant 
after 
their last shots had been fired. 
The Americans were unable to de­ 
stroy the U-boat but the destroyer 
escorted two of the three m erchant-1 
men safely to port after having res- j 
cued the crew of the third, which a1- • 
ready was sinking.

It is upon the "spicyncss" of bi* 
themes that D'Annunzio's enemies base 
their tuuwt severe criticisms, hut the 
esteem in which he Is beld by the Bul­ 
lan public was shown vividly in the un­ 
certain days of 1015. 
At this time 
Glolltti, the Italian ex-premier, was the 
leader of the pro-German element In 
(Italy. 
At a critical time Giollttt visited 
R om e and attempted a coup which 
would have committed the nation to 
Active participation in the war on be- 
ihalf of the nations with which she is 
now’ locked in a life and death strug­ 
gle. 
D’Annunzio's voice, which was

against such a move and so stirred 
w ere the people in his audience that

Only Goes to Capital When Pres­ 
ence Is Required by Cabinet 
Meetings. 


Though King Victor Is the only en­ 
tente ruler who bas constantly lived at 
1he front among his soldier*, yet very 
little is said and printed about him. 
Ills name never appears in the general 
s»aff communiques. 
The war corre­ 
spondents never mention the k in gs 
name and doing*, except when allowed 
to describe official ceremonies connect­ 
ed with the visit at the Italian front 
of other entente rulers or high entente 
officials. 
Very fe w civilians have seen 
the king during the last two years. 
Even during his brief visits to the 
capital* when his presence here is re­ 
quired by important cabinet meetings, 
the king is never aeon in the streets, 
as in former years. 
A few days ago 
the following sketch of King Victor, to­ 
gether with the description of one of 
his experiences at the front, was dis­ 
covered In a letter of a soldier to his 
m other; 
“The king passed only a short dis- 
tance from me and I saw him dis­ 
tinctly. Ile was calm, amlled to every­ 
body whose gaze attracted his atten­ 
tion and apoke to every soldier near 
him, asking numberless questions. 
Af­ 
ter a while he resumed his ascent to­ 
ward the advanced trenches on the 
peak of a high mountain In order to 
shake hands with the soldiers and en­ 
courage them 
with fatherly 
words. 
After the visit he came back, took a 
photo of us and then boarded his car 
and sped away. 
Only two generals 
and a colonel were with him. 
While 
making the ascent an enemy plane 
happened to he heading for the same 
spot. The king, Instead of seeking shel- 
ter, continued to walk, and when our 
HntiHerials opened fire on the plane the 
king remained in the middle of the 
road. Impassable under the hail, o f 
shrapnel bullets, following the duel 
with his field glass. 
When the plane 
fled he congratulated the artillery­ 
men.”

Written Orders Show Central Author­ 
ity Gave Instructions for Making- 
Craft Useless— Navy Makes 
Great Record. 
O. H. [LESTZ, 
W ashington.—Every one of the IOO 
German ships seized by the United 
States is lu the transp ort or cargo 
service, the damage deliberately done 
to their engines having been repaired 
thoroughly. 
This information w as given out by 
the committee on public information In 
the course of a statem ent which again 
confirmed the stories of the destruc­ 
tion secretly performed by German 
crews by orders from Berlin. 
In the statement the committee says 
that “there is evidence that a German 
central authority gave nu order for de­ 
struction on these ships effective on 
or about February I, 1017, simultane­ 
ous with the date set for unrestricted 
submarine warfare, und that the pur­ 
pose was to inflict such vital damage 
lo tho machinery of all German ships 
In our ports that none could be oper­ 
ated for from 18 months to two years. 
This purpose has been defeated in sig­ 
nal fashion. In less than eight months 
all the ships were In service.” 
Committee Tells of Repairs. 
In describing the m eans taken by 
the government to repair and reclaim 
three ships the public information com­ 
mittee says: 
"There Is docum entary proof that the 
enemy believed the dam age irrepara­ 
ble. 
"To obtain new machinery would 
have entailed a prolonged process of 
design. m anufacture and installation. 
Urged by the necessity of conserving 
time. the engineers of the navy depart­ 
ment succeeded by unique means in ' 
patching and welding the broken parts 
Mild replacing all of the standard parts 
which 
the Germans detached from I 
their engines and destroyed or threw 
overboard. 
"The mechanical evidence is that 
the campaign of destruction w as oper­ 
ated on these ships for more than two 
months and that the Germans were’ 
convinced that they were making a 
thorough Job of It. 
T heir scheme of 
ruin w as shrewdly devised, deliberate-, 
tv executed, and It ranged from the ! 
plugging of steam pipes to the utter 
demolition of boilers by dry firing. 
"W hen the United States shipping 
hoard experts first surveyed the m in 
the belief was expressed that much 
new machinery would have to be de­ 
signed, manufactured 
and 
Installed. 
making 18 months a fair minimum esti­ 
mate of the time required. 
However, 
it the navy departm ent, where the 
need of troop and cargo ships was an 
argent issue, officers of the bureau of J 
<team engineering, having faith that ! 
the major portion of the repairs could 
*>e accomplished by patching and weld- j 
ng, declared it was possible to clear 
the ships for service by Christmas, and 
•he last of the fleet actually took her j 
•Inal sen test and was ordered into 
«orrioe as a Thanksgiving gift to the 
cation. 
Many Volunteered Service. 
‘T o accomplish this end the navy 
3epartmeat secured the services of all 
tvallable 
machinery 
welders 
and 
patchers, many of them having b«*en 
s voluntarily offered by the railroads. 
"Most of the time that elapsed be­ 
tween the date on which work was he- i 
fun and tfie date on which tile last 
•hip was put Into commission after 
Vigorous tests was, In fact, chargeable 
'lass to the actual repair work than 
to the tedious task of dismantling all j 
machinery from bow to stern of every 
(hip for inspection, thus eliminating , 
! I very chance of overlooking concealed j 
mutilation." 
T he 
government’s 
repair 
forces 
I worked always in apprehension of eon- 
j vi aled explosives. 
They found every­ 
where on the ships Instances of artful 
pipe plugging of concealing steel nuts 
m d bolts in delicate cylinders, of de­ 
positing ground glass in oil pipes ami 
hearings, of cunningly changed indi­ 
cators. of filling fire extinguishers with 
gasolene. 
Tho statem ent goes on to 
•ay. 
"The method of patching and weld­ 
ing broken m arin e engines hat! never 
j before been practiced, although the art 
Pas been known in tile railroad indus­ 
try for 15 years. 
T hree methods of 
patching were used; electric welding, 
txlacetylene welding and ordinary me­ 
chanical patching, the latter often later 
being welded. 
Following the repairs, 
tests of the machinery were first made 
at the docks, where th** Ihlps were 
lashed firmly to the piers while the pro­ 
pellers were driven at low speed, and 
later each ship was taken to sea for 
Vigorous trial tests. 
Tho patches anti 
welds were reported a s having given 
complete satisfaction. 
Tho former German liners, sailing 
under distinctively American names, 
Bro fitted as troop and eurgo ships. 
Each is convertible to a completely 
equipped hospital ship for return voy.

The fleet of seized mer­ 
chantmen added 500,000 tons to the 
American merchant marine.
